THE COMING KING.

A United States man-of-war, the Benicia, 
has been placed at his disposal, and he 
will undoubtedly reach American soil 
with great eclat, and amid a stupendous 
amount of enthusiasm. Sara Francisco, 
happy city, always did a good business in

‘egeean—but a real live king is some- 
thing not to be had every day, and it is 
certain he will be served up in a variety 
of ways before being allowed to shed 
his royal light upon the Eastern cities. 

A word for the king and his suite. His 
majesty, before his accession, was simple 
Col. Dayid Kalakaua, not remarkable for 
any special qualities. He is a man of 
about thirty-seven, pleasing and culti- 
vated in manner, and with a pronounced 
dignity suitable to his station. Tall and 
portly as are all Hawaiians of high de- 
gree, he is well fitted to show the Ameri- 
cans a fine specimen of the island race. 
Many persons in the states were intimate 
with him before he assumed the 
purple, and it is safe to say that they at 
least will give him a hearty welcome, 
independent of public receptions and of- 
ficial formalities the poor fellow will have 
to undergo. The principal Hawaiian of 
his suite isthe Hon. Elisha Allen, chief 
justice and chancellor of the kingdom. 
One would think that this was a sufficient 
appendage to any man’s name, but in ad- 
dition he bears the title of envoy extraor- 
dinary and minister plenipotentiary to 
the United States. ‘This is a very con- 
venient eombination of offices; as he can 
spend his time in either country, accord- 
ing to the season of the year and his 
own wishes. In justice to Mr. Allen, 
however, it must be here remarked that 
he is a zealous, upright and efficient of- 
ficer of state. An American by birth, he 
came to the islands years ‘ago, and worked 
his way up by thorough integrity and in- 
dustry. The next in the - catalogue of 
distinguished visitors is Gov. John QO. 
Dominis. 

HANDSOME PRINCESSES. 


Be it known that the king has two 
charming sisters, and the lucky Dominis 
was fortunate enough to marry the elder, 
who is a Juno like beauty, with all the 
cultivation and refinement of an Ameri- 
can lady, besides that indescribable 
charm that visitofs notice as peculiar to 
the island belles. The other sister is 
married toa Mr. Cleghorn, an English 
merchant of wealth and high standing 
in Honolulu. Both of the handsome 
princesses keep up fine establishments, 
and are hospitable to the greatest degree, 
and many a happy hour has been spent 
by visitors beneath the shadow ,of their 
vine and fig tree. 

Governor . Dominis, like Mr. 
Allen, is rich in titles. He is 
Chief of Staff to the King, Adjutant 
General of the forces and governor of 
the capital island of Oahu. In anpear- 
ance and manner he is a thorough Amer- 
ican though born, bred and educated in 
the islands. His father came to Hono- 
lula years ago, and very soon assumed 
an important place. The son has even 
done better, and well he deserves it, for 
a more genial, gentlemanly, hospitable 
fellow cannot be found throughout the 
whole of the little kingdom. 

The next in order is Mr. John Kapena, 
a pure Hawaiian, and the only one of the 
august party excepting the king. He is 
perhaps the most remarkable of all.

Be- 
fore the accession of Kalakau.s he was 
the editor of the native newspaper, and 
showed the most wonderful ability. He 
was one of the king’s chosen friends, and 
is now rewarded for his fidelity by the 
appointment to the governorship of the 
island of Maui. Kapena was one ofa 
choice coterie of congenial spirits, who 
three or four years ago ca the fossil- 
ized missionaries some uneasiness as to 
whether their hold upon native supersti- 
tion was not slowly, but eurely oe 
He deserves much credit for his labors in 
behalf of the native population, and like 
the king will find many warm personal 
friends in the great republic.

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| THE ART OF SKIPPING. 


Some Valuable Hints to Readers and 
' Stadents. 


—_—_ 


Considering how much more people 
read, or are supposed t) read, now-a-da 
than they ever did before, it is not a lit- 
tle strange how seldom they are aware 
that there is room for the exercise of art 
of reading as well as ia other occupations. 
The remark which Socrates made on 
statesmanship, that it was an exceeding- 
ly difficult and complicated business 
which everybody practiced, and nobody 
thought bound to learn, applics 
with tenfold force in our own day, not 
merely to its original object, but to an 
infinity of other matters, And the exer- 
cise of reading, in which many of us 
spend, whether for work or for pleasure, 
avery appreciable portion of our lives, 
certainly falls within the spirit of his 
censure. We learn in our infancy to 
read words, but we are left to pick up 
the way to read books. Advice about 
the choice of the kind of matterto be 
read is indeed plentiful enough, and is 
not a, overdone; but how to 
read the t ings chosen intelligibly and 
economically, how to extract the t- 
est Pree with the least expense of time 
and eyesight—this, which surely is a 
thing worth knowing, is left 
most part to come by nature. So far as 
we are aware, there ig only one current 
precept on the subject, and that is radi- 
cally wrong. As the prejudice created 
by it must be cleared away before any 
reasonable conclusions of a positive kind 
can be arrived at, we shall do our best 
to expose the venerable fallacy at the 
risk of being held to encourage Laiseines, 
desultoriness, and naughtiness generally. 

Almost every one who was fond of 
reading as a child must more or less dis- 
tinctly remember having impressed on 
him at various times that ‘‘ It is wrong to 
skip.” ‘This maxim is answerable for a 
quantity of time and trouble wasted in 
useless reading by the children who lis- 
ten to it, after they have come to riper 
hae which, if the statistics could only 

> collected and nicely made out, should 
be enough to raise a clamor fora Royal 
Commission. The general proposition 
is indeed softened by explanations and 
qualifications, by the time young readers 
are thought to be of sufficient discretion 
to follow them. But the qualifications 
are all wrong too. The rule common! 
taught, as modified in exceptions in 
teaching or practice, comes to this. It 
is wrong to skip in reading a solid book. 
The more solid the book, and the more 
important the matter, the greater is the 
offense of skipping. It is venial to skip 
in reading poetry, and quite harmless to 
skip in reading novels. This rule ap- 
pears just as wise and sensible as if a pa- 
rent whose son was about to travel part- 
ly on business in cities, partly in the 
country and partly among works of art, 
were to advise him in this fashion: ‘I 
would have you above all things, re- 
member to keep a most observant eye on 
everything about you inthe places where 
you.do business. If you confine your 
attention to what concerns yourself; if 
you cannot tell me what other people 
were doing; if you fail to notice all the 
things in the counting-houses and the 
shop windows, I shall take you for an 
idle fellow. As to the country, you had 
better observe its beauties than not, but 
it does not much matter. 4 As*to pictures 
and so forth, certainly they are good in 
their way; but as they are only made to 
be looked at, why, you may look at 
them just as carefully or as carelessly as 
you please. 

Instead of acting by analogy to such 
advice as this, which we need not spend 
time in showing to be counter to the 
general opinion and habits of mankind, 
we prefer to treat reading asa branch of 
human life, and to hold a doctrine di- 
rectly opposite to the popular fallacy. 
We maintain that the true belief as to 
skipping is to this eftect—generally speak- 
ing, it 1s not wrong to skip. Skipping is 
an unportant part of the art of reading, 
and should be practiced systematically. 
It is most to be practiced in solid beaks 
—by which we mean, for the purpose of 
this discussion, books that are read mere- 
ly for information. Solid or serious 
reading consists in attending to the mat- 
ter of a book independently of the form, 
except, indeed, when the form itself is 
the primary object of study, as, for in: 
stance, from the point of view of a phi- 
logister or historian of literature. The 
more solid the book, the more expedient 
it is to skip, and the more useful it is to 
know how to skip judiciously. But 
when the form is of sensible importance 
to the reader as compared with the mat- 
ter—or, in less abstract language, when 
a*book is read partly or wholly for enter- 
tainment and artistic pleasure, independ- 
ence of .information—then the art of 
skipping is no longer in its proper place, 
and should be very sparingly used, if at 
all. Itis generally a mistake in poetry, 
and it is absolutely wrong in a good nov- 
el. We do not mean to forbid a cursory 

lance at a novel or volume of poems 
about which nothing is known, honestly 
intended as a preliminary inquiry to as- 
certain whether it is worth reading at all. 
One has a perfect right to look intoa 
book and say that it appears to be worth 
reading or not worth reading, as the case 
may be; and the faculty of doing this 
with a reasonable chance of guessing 
right indeed closely connected with the 
art and mystery of skipping. But we 
must | goose against the habit of tastin 
a good novel by dips and skips—whic 
really is nothing better than taking ex- 
tracts at random—and then pretending 
to have the novel. This way of treating 
the masterpieces of fiction, though we 
fear it is not uncommon and meets with 
little reprehension, we take to be no less 
vicious and demoralizing than the much 
decried practice of skipping in books of 
solid instruction in its truth wholesome 
and laudable. The same observation 
applies, though ina less degree, to the 
reading of poems. 


Our position may seem paradoxical, 
but it can be established by indisputable 
steps. Let us begin at the beginning 
with the extreme of serious literature. 
The books which are wholly made up 
of solid instruction, or profess so to be, 
which are completely free, so far as hu- 
man frailty will allow, from any suspi- 
cion of art or amusement, are Charles 
Lambp’s class of diblia abibla, books which 
are no books, The class includes nearly 
all dictionaries—not quiet all, for Mr. 
Littre, and perhaps a few others, have a 
way of writing a series of disjointed 
but fascinating essays disguised'in the dic- 
tionsry form—most encyclopedic litera- 
ture, of course with individual excep- 
tions, and a considerable part of books 
of reference and scientific treatises gen- 
erally. Now it may be safely said that 
no one ever supposed that such books 
were meant to be read continuously, 
that there was any virtue in reading 
them from beginning to end, or any vice 
in looking into them to find particular 
things as wanted. Indeed it is generally 
admitted that the worker in any special 
subject on which much literature exists 
is at a disadvantage if he does not know 
how to use books of reference properly 
—that is, if he is not an adept in the art 
of skipping. This is: ially true in the 
profession which of ali others is the most 
rigorous in requiring accurate knowledge 
and the least favorable to slovenly habits. 
Half the practical os of a lawyer, 
at any rate of an English lawyer, de- 
pends on his being able to use his books 
discontinuously, so as to pick out the 
thing he is in search of, and not waste 
time on irrelevant surroundings. 

But if this much is conceded, why 
should the principle of skipping be con- 
fined to books which ,are .manifestly

single view of information, and the in- 
stance is no exception to the first branch 
of our rule, but a confirmation of 
the second. It shows, not that it is 
wrong to skip when you read for learn- 
ing, but that it is right not skip when 
you read for pleasure. 

In reading what may be called litera- 
ture of exposition, especially in really 
good essays, it is often difficult to say 
how much pleasurable impression is due 
to the substance of the author’s meaning, 
and how much totheform. This ma 
be regarded as a kind of neutral ground, 
where skipping may in some circumstan- 
ces be allowable and expedient, in others 
a grave mistake. When we come to fic- 
tion the case is much plainer. A good 
work of fiction, whether in prose or in 
verse—we are here speaking only of 
os works—is a work of art, and can 

rightly enjoyed only by entering into 
sympathy with artist's mind and accept- 
ing his work according to his intention. 
In a perfect poem the plaée of every 
word, in a perfect novel the place, if not 
of every word, of episode and of para- 


or the; 


graph, is important; and the reader who 
skips throws away the pleasure he was 
meant to derive from the harmony of 
composition, in which very possibly the 
beauty of the whole may chiefly consist, 
and despise the best part of the artist’s 
labor. He might as well go to see a 
good play, and then willfully miss every 
alternate scene. In saying this we are no 
doubt setting up a high standard of light 
reading. é assert by implication the 
doctrine, which many will think severe, 
that a novel not worth reading continu- 
ously is not worth reading at all; and 
this principle would lead to the conclu- 
sion that a vast quantity of current and 
accepted literature has no business to 
exist; and so we are, perhaps, committed 
toa a worse than the first. We 
should not be disenclined to do battle 
for it if space allowed; but the whole 
subject of novel-reading is too large to 
be disposed of in a passing sentence, 
and one paradox at a time is enough.

The Fate of a President who Des- 
pised the Press. 


Gen. Grant has never had any appreci- 
ation of the newspaper press of this 
country. Ile has n ver understood that, 
as a whole, it is the exponent of public 
opinion. 

When he came into office there was 
net a single paper in this great city, hard- 
ly one in this great state, that was vio- 
lently opposed to him. To-day there: is 
not a paper in the city that we can now 
call to mind, except the Commercial Ad- 
vertiser with its small circulation, and 
the Republic with its smaller circulation, 
that yields to him an unqualified support. 

The very establishment of the Repub- 
lic, which we attribute to the president 
through his ofliceholding friends, affords 
the most conclusive evidence of his en- 
tire ignorance of the whole subject of 
the press. Did he suppose that people 
worshiped him, and that a paper would 
have readers merely because it exhibited 
the one single distinctive nature of 
praising overpass that he might hap- 
pen to do? might have known, if he 
had possessed any knowledge on the sub- 
ject, that the Republic would have no 
readers, and that a paper without readers 
could not have any influence. 

Gen. Grant could have retained the 


friendship of the press by simply de 
serving it. That was all it was 
necessary for him to do. But we 
can hardly understand how any 
public man couid be~ g0 _ stu- 
pidly blind, so utterly wanthhg in 

rescience, as not to perceive when he 

ad lost the support of the entire free 
press of a free country that his downfall 
was near at hand. Gen. Grant, however, 
seemed and stillseems to know nothing 
of this. All warning voices were lost up- 
on his deaf ear. Politically he has died 
as the fool dieth. The Times, the Trib- 
une, the Herald, the Sun and the country 
admonished him, moderately, at first, 
and, later, emphatically, of the danger 
he was in; but he heededthem not. He 
rushed doggedly and determinedly on his 
own destruction. 

And now he has to learn the bitter les- 
son which so many misguided and wrong- 
headed rulers have had to learn, and 
which is comprised in the two monosylla- 
bles—(oo late?—New York Sun.

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Cork, Its Growth and Manufacture 


Of all articles in common everyday 


of which so little igfknown or which is 
of ater general interest than this. 

The tree on which cork is produced is 
a species of oak, which grows to a height 
of about thirty feet, and greatly resem- 
bles the evergreen oak. It is found prin- 
cipally in Spain and Portugal, but grows 
in some other places—notably the moun- 
tainous districts of south France and in 
French Algeria—but as I have said, the 
principal sources of the world’s supply 
are the two first mentioned places. 
Cork, or Corkwood, is nothing but the 
bark of this tree. It grows from one to 
three inches thick on the trunk and larg- 
er limbs of the tree. At the age of fif- 
teen years this bark first becomes thick 
enough to be of any commercial value. 
Two circular incisions are made, one at 
the top and the other at the bottom, and 
one or two longitudinal ones, when a 
sharp-pointed stick is introduced under 
the bark and it is peeled off. Sometimes 
the whole tree is striped in this way, 
sometimes only one side, and the other 
left to grow another year, or it is taken 
off in thirds and quarters, so that it is 
no uncommon thing, in walking through 
the Spanish or Portuguese cork forests, 
to see a triangular or square tree. The 
trees can thus be peeled safely and with 
profit at intervals of eight years for a 
very long period—150 years or more. 

After being taken from the tree, the 
bark is boiled in water to soften and 
clean it. Sometimes it is only soaked, 
which answers toa certain degree the 
same purpose, but is not so effective. 
After this the sheets are scraped to re- 
move the skin or outer bark which ad- 
heres to the outside of the cork. Then 
they are spread out and weighted down 
with heavy stones to ten and make 
the sheets uniform. ‘Then they are 
sorted into about sixteen different grades, 
packed in the storehouses or shipped to 
the market. Formerly it was the custom 
to burn or char the cork soon after the 
soaking. This it was supposed drew 
the pores closer — and concealed 
the small cracks and fissure which other- 
wise migh injure the sale. 

It is commonly supposed that cork 
first came into use with the introduction 
“oo bottles in the beginning of the 
1 ggeon! but this isa mistake. Its 
valuble q ities were knewn and appre 
ciated at; a date much anterior to this. 
In accounts of the early tians we 
find they used coffins made of cork and 
smeared the inner side with resin, which

The Detendants Required to Give 
Bonds. 


The warrants sworn out by Patrick Sheti- 
dan, a special United States deputy marshal, 
against Messrs. C. D. Camp and 8. Roberts, 
policemen, and F. M. Queen, were heard by 
Commissioner Buck yesterday morning. The 
charge is that on the 3d instant, they ob- 
structed, hindered and prevented the prose- 
cutcr from arresting David Queen, against 
whom he held a warrant, The trials were 
opened at nine o’clock, Messrs, Candler 
and Hoke Smith represented Camp and 
Roberts. Mr. Camp went to trial first. As 
soon as one witness had been heard for the 
gevernment the defense moved to dismiss 
the warrant upon the ground that the facts 
proven did not make out any offense over 
which the court could take cognizance. 
This point was argued and overruled by the 
commissioner. After evidence and argu- 
‘ment the commissioner required Camp to 
give a bond of one thousand dollars for his 
appearance before the United States Court, 
which he did. 

Mr. Roberts waived a hearing, and also 
gave a bond of one thousand dollars. 

Mr. Queen went to trial, with Messrs. 
Culberson and Calhoun for the defense. He 
was required to. give a similar bond in the 
sum of five hundred dollars.

Their position is that by the appointment of 
fa receiver, the bondholders threaten to 
swallow up the entire road to the complete 
ruin of every stockholder, except perhaps 
the Pennsylvania Central railroad,’’ and a 
few others, whom they assert are in collu- 
sion with them. They admitted that these 
bondholders put their money inte the road, 
and even built it; bat they hold that others 
have rights as well as the bondholders, and 
that the Jatter should not be permitted to 
assert theirs in the way they propose, when 
it will result in the innocent stockholders 
losing every dollar they invested. 
HOW THEY PROPOSE TO WHIP OUT 
- STOCKHOLDERS, 
They propose to effect this object by keep- 
ing in possessioa of such tions of the 
road as they boldatitle to from the sheriff. 
This, with the exception of Habersham 
couaty where the sale was enjoined consists 
of the entire road, from Atlanta to the Geor- 
via line. If, upon the hearing of the Well- 
ord bill, Judge Hopkins should sustain the 
sale, then the appointment of a receiver on 
the 3Uth inst., at Savannah, can do the bond- 
holders but little good, as the road will then 
be in the possession of purchasers, not de- 
fendanis tothe bill by virtue of which he 
was appointed, and whose title ante-dates 
his appointment. Consequently the Hoyt 
party think the receiver will find some lit 
ditticulty in getting possession, and the 
bond-holders willeither be forced to com- 
promise, or enter into long litigation. In 
either event they claim that the stockhold- 
ers will be protected. 
The Hoyt party further claim that they are 
fighting the Pennsylvania Central Railroad. 
This road, they say, through the Richmond 
and Danville railroad, has been controlling 
the Air-Line road, and is claiming to hold a 
majority of the Air-Line stock. Through 
this influence such freight tariffs have been 
arranged between the Richmond and Dan- 
ville and the Air-Line road, thatthe former 
gets the turkey and thelatter the buzzard. 
Further more, they say that the Richmond 
people and parties whose interests are cer- 
tainly not with Atlanta, have been gradual- 
ly absorbing all the offices in the road, and 
onsting the oliand tried employees. That 
some of these persons are even in favor of 
not resisting the bondholders, but of sur- 
rendering the road up to them. 
THE WELLFORD PARTY. 

As stated in yesterday’s paper, Mr. Well- 
ford, the managing director at this plate, 
claims to represent the company proper— 
stockholder; and directo:s. His side ms 
that the Hoyt party are trying to pocket the 
road for their own .benefit. They think 
thatthe rights of the bondholders should be 
protected, and that this entire proceeding is 
afraud upon them. They say that under 
the old management, the rights of all are 
taken care of, and that the sale of the road 
was illegal from its very inception. The 
points which they make upon the sale in their 
bill appear to ,be pretty strong. They are 
that the levies were excessive, that the 
property was never advertised as required 
by law, and that an execution against the 
old Georgia Air-Line road could not take 
property belonging to the Atlanta and Rich- 
mond Air-Line Company. 

THE CONTEMPT QUESTION, 
The trial to take place this morning be- 
fure Judge Hopkins isa mere side issue, 
It is @ proceeding against Mr, T. 8. Garner 
for conteinpt in violating the injunction is- 
sued by Judge Hopkins, and its decision 
will not affect the sale one way or the other.
